SAN DIEGO, Jan. 12.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) Prof. E. H. Coffey of this city, 
has just received a letter from a cor- 
respondent living near Lake Chapala, 
Staté of Jalisco, Mex., which describes 
some startling phenomena occurring. 
Lake Chapala is a sheet of water fifty 
miles long and ten ‘miles wide. The 
formation of the country around it ts 
purely volcanic. 

On the forenoon of January 8 resi-" 
dents in one of the small settlements 
near the western end of the lake were 
terrified to. see a gigantic whirlpool 
raging far out on the water. The wa-. 
ters rose in great serpentine move- . 
ments, and from all directions rushed 
toward a common center, where a vast 
cavity seemed to exist. At the same

The whirlpool continued for nearly 
twenty minutes, and when the inhabi- 
tants of the surrounding territory 
turned their eyes from the overwhelm- 
ing sight they saw that the lake had 
receded several feet from its former 
shore line. As the lake is about fifty 
miles in length, with an average width 
of ten miles, the enormous amount of 
water that was swallowed up by the 
earth may be imagined. After the 
whirlpool subsided the surface of the 
lake resumed its placid aspect, and the

‘Thee “vag the greatest excitement 
among the people for miles in the vi- 
cinity of the western end of the lake, 
the most ignorant and superstitious 
natives being beside themselves with 
fear. Years of familiarity with vol- 
canie eruptions and terrestial disturb- 
ances did not seem to reassure them 
during this dreadful experience. ~ 

Prof. Coffey is well acquainted with 
Lake Chapala and its surroundings, 
having explored much of its coast line. 
He found petroleum and coal in quan- 
tities that proved the existence of vast" 
wealth in that region. Since the strange 
oecurrence on the lake last Wednesday, . 
petroleum has been found running inf 
small. streams above the surface on 
the southern shore. The Derma River 
empties into Lake Chapala on the 
western side and flows out in a west- 
northwesterly direction under the name 
of the Colotian River. 

Lake Chapala ¢s in the center of a 
distinctly volcanic district, and it is 
not far from the volcano of Colima, 
which is always active. It is also near 
the Jorullo voleano, which rose in a 
night from a level plain in 1789. After

SHOT HIS SERGEANT. 


‘Result of a Policeman’s Visit to @&

ut by easy breathing, should be un- 
derstood long, regular respirations, 


avoiding any approach toward short, 


quick breaths. Those troubled. with 
nasal disorders are often compelled to 
breathe through the mouth, and when 
riding' at a good rate of speed rapid in- 
halation is almost unavoidable. This 
manner of breathing is always injuri- 
ous, and is more than apt to lead to 
heart or lung trouble. Mere rapidity of 
movement is not in itself sufficient to 
bring about this “shortness of breath,” 
as it is familiarly known, but must be 
accompanied by intense muscular effort 
order to. produce it, and may, there- 
ore, be attributed directly to general 
Muscular fatigue. When a rider ps 
to feel weariness of this kind, he shoul 
at once reduce his pace or dismount. 
and rest, making at the same time a 
practice of breathing’ through the nose, 
with slow exhalat through the 
mouth. Precautions of this character 
enhance the pleasure and enjoyment of 
wheeling, and add greatly to the bene-

THE FEELING AT LONDON. : 

LONDON, Jan. 12.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble. Associated Press Copyright 1896.) 
Interest in the Transvaal question in 
its immediate’ bearings has revived to 
an appreciable extent, while the inci- 
cidental straining of relations between 
Great Britain and Germany, which so 
completely placed the Boers in the 
background of the picture for a time, 
has in its turn receded, but by no 
means disappeared. There is little ap- 
prehension of war with. 
the present complication at least, and 
the British public has a reassuring 
sense that if there is to be a war, Eng- 
land is right ready for it. The prompt 
and efficient measures of the naval au- 
thorities and the formidable show of 
strength that is the resuit, give John 
Bull a feeling of confidence. There are 
no further explicit announcements of 
movements looking to an alliance of the 
powers against England today. 

Nevertheless, it is keenly perceived 
by the public that the sentiment dis- 
played by the German government has 
than the present 
dispute in Tran l, and there are 
visions of future complications on ques- 
tions of conflicting interests. Yester- 
day’s Cabinet council and the meeting 
at the Colonial Office remain largely a 
subject of speculation, and whatever 
decisions may have been taken are 
sedulously guarded as state secrets 
‘and the greatest ogre taken to avoid 
publicity. 

William H. Mercer, private secretary 
to Colonial Secretary Chamberlain, said 
tonight to a representative of the As- 
sociiated Press that the Secretary had 
no further telegrams to cummunicate 
to the public. The visit of the Prince 
of Wales to the Colonial Office on Sat- 
urday, he said, just when several di- 
rectors of the Chartered South Afri- 
can Company were there, was partly 
an accidental coincidence. His Royal 
Highness called, he said, to show his 
interest and had made some kind re- 
marks in recognition of Secretary 
Chamberlain’s labors. This explanation 
is hardly likely to satisfy the public, 
in view of the repeated statements 
published that the directorship of the 
Duke of Fife, husband 
Louise of Wales, in the Chartered 
South Africa Company, is a subject of 
concern to the royal family, especi- 
ally to the Queen. 

It is understood the difficulty over 
the manner of the disposal of Dr. Jame-, 
son’s followers was settled on Satur- 
‘day, the Transvaal government simply 
stipulating that the rank and file of 
Jameson’s expedition should be de- 
ported from South Africa. According 
to the Transvaal law, the punishment 
for treason is banishment and a large 
fine. It is not believed here that Presi- 
dent Krueger has demanded the abro- 
gation of the London convention, which 
provides for the suzerainty of Great 
Britain over the Transvaal, as the price 
of sparing Dr. Jameson’s life. 

A dispatch received from _ sources 
sympathetic with the Transvaal gov- 
ernment, in Johannesburg tonight, as- 
serts that the plot for Jameson’s raid 
and the coincident uprising of the Uit- 
landers. was the most shameful in his- 
tory. The blackest part of the plot, 
the dispatch asserts, was the intention 
of the agents of the Chartered South 
Africa Company to set loose the sav- 
ages to invade the Transvaal from all 
points and to kill every white man. It 
had been engaged that all over South 
Africa provisional stations should be 
erected on the lines of the route and 
the points had been fixed.

ENGLAND AND THE WORLD. 


British movements in Africa have 
turned the attention of the world in 
that direction, more or less, during 
the past few years, and a better and 


--more intelligent knowledge of the so- 


called “Dark Continent” has been ob- 
tained, and it is beginning to dawn 


~ upon the public mind that Africa is 


not such an undesirable land after all, 
and that it has much to recommend it. 
Taken as a whole, it is not “a howling 
wilderness,” filled with miasmatic air, 
covered with vast forests, and peopled 
swith savage races that are deadly foes 
to every white intruder. Nor is it a 
desert of unconquerable sand, beside 


owhose slow-moving caravans Death al- 


ways walks and Danger in a thousand 
forms forever besets the traveler’s ' 
‘footsteps. 

This is the view that has been en- 
tertained of it in the past. and we 
bave looked upon Stanley, Livingstone, 
Speke and others as marvels of cour- 
age, heroism and endurance, in that 
they dared the dangers of the wilder- 
ness, the vengeful cruelty of savage 
peoples, and the appalling attacks of 
wild beasts, in the interest of their ex- 


plorations. 


But it is @ very different picture 
from this that Prof. Drummond, so 
well known in the history of the world, 
gives us of tropical Africa, and he 
asserts that “Africa is not strictly a 
forest-covered country, but it contains 


"great expanses of healthy, even if 


dreary, plains and meadow lands, and 


it is traversed in all directions by 


clearly-defined paths, which go in at 
one side ,of the continent and come 
out at the other.” 

Still another writer, Dr. James John- 
ston of Jamaica, W. I., in a work en- 
titled “Reality versus Romance in 
South Central Africa,” again removes 
the glamour from our vision when he 
asserts that “no country under heaven 


been the subject of’ more romanc- 


ing and misrepresentation than Africa,” 

while he adds that “in a traverse of 
upward of four thousand miles, mostly 
on foot. and alone, as far as a white 
companion was concerned, he never 
once found himself prompted to fire a 
shot either in anger or self-defense.” 

And still later the Administrator of 
the British Central Africa Protectorate, 
H. H. Johnston, sent a glowing report 
to the Royal Geographical Society of 
London, in which he speaks of a vast 
area in Africa as “a veritable Ar- 
cadia.” In writing of his province Mr. 

Johnston says: 

“*The great attraction of the country 
lies in its beautiful scenery, in its mag- 
nificent blue lakes, its tumuituons cas- 

and its 


x 


tains, its golden plains and dark green 
forests. A pleasant and peculiar feat- 
ure, also, of the western portion of 
the protectorate is the rolling. grassy 
downs, almost denuded of trees, cov- 
ered with short turf, quite healthy and 
free from “tlie tsé-tsé these no 
doubt will in the future become actual 
sites of European colonies, districts in 
which Europeans can rear their chil- 
dren under healthful conditions. The 
lofty plateau of Mlanje is a little world 
in itself, with the exhilarating climate 
of Northern Europe. The plains and 
valleys are gay with blue ground-or- 
chids, with a purple iris, and with yel- 
ot fe ng flowers.’ It is, indeed, 
ve commentary u “sav- 
age Africa’ to learn that in the tateriae 
of the land ‘the British settlements 
_ have now a settled and comfortable ap- 
pearance, with uniformed native police- 
' Men. and trained natives from the mis- 
sion schools working as printers and 
even as telegraph operators at Blan- 
tyre 


| This is a pleasant picture, indeed,

to reach out after worthless territory, 
notwithstanding the assertion so fre- 
quently made that she would like to 
own the earth. With her eye on this 
vast fertile region, we may rest as- 
sured that she will acquire as large a 
portion of it as is possible, under the 
plea of the so-called “interests of civil- 
ization.” There never was a time when 
her extra-territorial schemes would 
not bear watching, and she is by no 
means feeling easy that the nations 
of the Old World have each a sleep- 
‘less eye upon her, and propose to 
checkmate her in her first aggressive 
movement. 

_ The United States will be ready to 
act if it unfortunately comes to a con- 
flict over matters on this continent, 
for the tendency of British aggression 
does not sit well upon the American 
stomach, and any attempt to “force 
“the fighting” Wilk be & dangerous -ex- 
periment. The nations of this New 
World are fully capable of taking care 
of their own affairs without any inter- 


to maintain —their- 
rights under the American idea of 
right. 

As to matters in the Old World, if 
England puts her fingers too deeply 
and too hungrily into the soup-pot of 
the nations, the chances are that she 
will get them burned before she can 
pull them out again. 


‘Wool may have an important influ- 
ence upon free silver. The clip last 
year amounted to 294,296,726 pounds, 
against 325,210,712 in 1894, and 348,538,- 
138 in 1893. Imports of wool for the 
ten months ending October 31, have 
been 211,657,038 pounds, as compared 
with 83,223,270 in 1894.

PASADENA PAVEMENTS. 


KNOTTY PROBLEM OF THE FAIR 
OAKS AVENUE WORK. 


The Opinion of the City Attorney in 
the Matter of Payments Which 
Have Been Collected—No Redress 
for Property-owners. 


It is stated that the opinion of the 
City Attorney in the matter of the 
payments which have been collected 
by the receivers in the Fair Oaks-ave- 
nue work, is that nothing can be done, 
that notice of the appeal was given, 
and that those property-owners who 
were interested should have appeared, 
and since they did not, there is no re- 
dress, the time for protest having 
passed. As a matter of fact, the pro- 
testing property-owners did appear be- 
fore the Council, who took their case 
under advisement. 

The only thing further that was done 
by the Council, was the announcement 
made, and entered upon the record, that 
certain of the property-owners who 
had appealed, had employed Mr. Met- 
calfe to represent them, and requested 
a delay that some arrangement might 
be perfected. When that arrangement 
was agreed upon, the receiver appeared 
and stated to the Council, in the pres- 
ence of Mr. Metcalfe, that he “had, suc- 
ceeded in arranging terms mutaully 
satisfactory.”’ 

Not a question was asked him in re- 
gard to what those were, to 
whom they applied, and whether the 
protestants were included. One of 
the trustees suggested, at an intima- 
tion from the receiver, that the notice 
of appeal be considered withdrawn, 
and it was so entered upon the records 
of the Council. Now the property-own- 
ers hold the trustees responsible, be- 
cause when the protest was under con- 
sideration it was taken under advise- 
ment, and say that there is one thing 
that can be done, and the courts will 
be appealed to; if it is not done. 

Those who have paid under protest. 
the full amount of the original assess- 
ment desire it refunded. 4t is not pos- 
sible to take from the general fund of 
the city the amount necessary for that 
purpose, &S  légally,” Only those 
fited by an improvement can be called 
upon to pay (for it. The question 
raised by the predicament.in which the 
Council will find itself, should Mr. 
Lockett, as receiver for the contract- 
ors, refuse to make a pro rata reduc- 
tion, and rebate the amount already

Interesting Sermon on | Christ’s 
Obedience to God. 


for Extension by Dr 


An Appeal 
Wilson. 


Talk to Tourists on a Sojourner’s 
Religion—Dr. MeLean Counsels 
Consecration of Our Means 

to God. 


The forty hours’ adoration began yes- 
terday at the Plaza Church. In each 
church of the diocese in turn the 
blessed sacrament is exposed for three 
days in succession, and during the 
three days there is a steady stream of 


worshipers who come to silently of- 


fer up their prayers. 

The adoration began at 9 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, with a high mass cele- 
brated by Father Barr. Father Lié- 
bana preached on “The loss of Jesus 
by the sinner, and how to find Him 
again.”” The sermon was in Spanish. 
The choir sang a beautiful mass by L. 
Bordese, Miss Tupper acted as organ- 
ist. 

At 11 o’clock Father Barr celebrated 
a second high mass, The music was 
extremely beautiful. It was a combina- 
tion of passages from Haydn's first 
and second masses. The music was 
rendered by Mrs. Collette, soprano; 
Miss Heyes, alto; Mr. Jackiin, tenor; 
Mr. Barry, bass, and Miss Theresa 
Sullivan, organist. It is evident that 
the people of Los Angeles appreciate 
the fact that no church in the city 
has better music, for the old mission 
was crowded to: the doors. Mrs. Col- 
lette sang a most beautiful “Ave 
Maria” for the offertory, her magnifi- 
cent soprano voice bringing out the

ice in English, on “The necessity of* 


a teaching church.” He said in part: 

“Though Christianity is as old-as the 
world, for it essentially consists of a 
God, Creator, Legislator and Savior, and 


idea, and though from Adam to Noah, 
from Noah to Abraham, from Abraham 
to Moses, from Moses to Jesus, there 
were men who led lives conformable to 
that idea, Christianity only succeeded 
after the coming of Christ, 

“Why? Because of 
words, ‘Thou-art Peter. and. 
rock I shall found my church.’ 

“It is on account of the foundation 
of a divinely authorized church that 
Christianity has endured the brutal 
persecutions of the tyrant, and the un- 
tiring researches of the learned. She 
fears nothing, because truth, like God, 
will endure for ever. And why the ne- 
cessity of a teaching church? I will 
start with .the following incontroverti- 
ble fact: 

“Man is a being subject to instruc- 
tion. The mother will punish or re- 
ward him in keeping with his behav- 
ior. She will go further still, and 
speak to him of things invisible of 
which visible things so loudly speak to 
us. In this manner man is instructed | 
from his infancy in all and every order 
of ideas.- a 

“Later on we may range him on 
either of two sides—énlightened or 
unenlightened. Should he belong to the 
first, he will always be under the au- 
thority of superior minds. Were he to 
be classed among the second, he has to 
conquer former prejudices with which 
his mind may have been imbued, and 
even then he will hardly find himself 
in a position to arrive at truth. 

‘Men of learning disagree on those 
points that so vitally concern the wel- 
fare of man. Alas, what one affirms 
the other denies; what one school holds 
the other rejects. How then is’ one 
to reach those truths that are of the 
utmost importance to the hereafter? 
Through the means of a teaching me- 
dium endowed with the proper au- 
thority. 

“It is only the church that is neither 
of today nor of yesterday, which be- 
longs to eternity, which is to be found 
wherever man has set his foot, inde- 
pendently of nationalities or climes, 
that has received and continually dis- 
charges such divine commission.” 

FIRST CONGREGATIONAL 

The theme chosen by the pastor, Dr. 
W. F. Day.*was “A Sojourner’s Re- 
ligion.” It was based upon these 
words, found in Genesis xii, 8: ‘‘And he 
removed thence to the mountain on the 
east side of Bethel, and pitched his 
tent, having Bethel on the west and 
Hai on the east, and there he builded 
an altar unto the Lord, and.called upon 
the name of the Lord.” 

Abraham was a pioneer and tourist; 
a religious teacher he was also a re- 
ligious settler, carrying his religion as 
a part of himself. Where he. stopped 
he worshiped; by his group of tents he 
reared an altar. Where God was un- 
known he proclaimed and honored Him, 
Commander-in-chief, cattleman and 
counsellor, where he went there, in 
him, went a force for righteousness. 
In him was illustrated a sojourner’s 
religion, 

sojourner’s religion is apt to ,fall 
into disuse, several things tending to 
this. An unfamiliarity with the work 
and workers in the community into 


1 which he has come will have this effect, 


The newcomer often finds himself un- 
able, for a time, to identify -himself 
with any interests. There is a fitting 
of the worker to the work and a weight 
of moral influence which, with few ex- 
ceptions, is possible only after years of 
acquaintance and association, The in- 
terruption of such power for usefulness, 
when once arrested, calls for serious 
thought when a change of residenge or 
relations is contemplated. 

There is also with the sojourner a 
natural and almost unavoidable ab- 
sence of personal solicitude for the 
work and general interests ip-the new 
environment. The. exception is with 
those who go into a new community to 
do a specific Christian work. We do 
not quickly take upon our hearts the 
new place and the unfamiliar people, 
henre the soiourner easily stays out of 
Christian companionship, and _ thus 
opens to him a multitude of tempta- 
leeling that one has a rec- 
ognized place and is expected to hold 
it has brought many a halting one 
to the front and put him in the way 
of becoming a strong life. 


Homesickness plays no small part in | 


the diSuse of the sojourner’s religion. 
It is not easy to sing the songs of 
Zion under the willows of some far-off 
Euphrates, so the pilgrim easily sits 
apart a cipher or reluctant worker, 
the more homesick because holding 
aloof from those who should be near- 
est. Not all the homesick are in this 
spirit. As the sweeter and more abun- 
“dant fragrance of-the—br flower, 
so not a few of the most:helpful and 
beautiful lives about us are those 
whose heartache is the keenest. | 
Conditions of -health, which bring 
a large number of pilgrims here, hinder 
the use they might make of themselves 
_and their resources. With no shrinking 
from duty, they are here for resting, not 
for wrestling. In them we would deal 
tenderly with what in others is a de- 
linquency. Both that which is of ne- 
cessity, and that which is partly of 
neglect,’ make constant temptations to 
unfaithfulness, and this brings moral 
| depression and weakrfess. 
There is a special urgency which 
presses the sojourner to keep his re- 
ligious life at its best. The little world 
into which the tourist comes is not on 
a vacation, but in its heart-life is down

A sermon on “Christ’s Obedience t

Thomson, from the text, “Not My will, 
but thine, be done:” Luke xxii, 42. 
All the laws in the universe are 
the commands of God’s will, and, 
as that will is perfectly good, 
all these laws are divine. Satan has 
made no laws in the universe. The 
laws of sin, shame, disease, suffering 
and hell are God’s laws; and the laws 
of virtue, innocence, health, joy and 
heaven are God’s laws. These laws of 
God reign in heaven; for the angels 
obey the laws of virtue and religion, 
and disobey the laws of vice. They 
obey God with their consciences and 
hearts, and not by animal instincts. 
The angels are moral beings, and, as 
such, they must resist temptations to 
do wrong. There,can be no _ virtue 
where there is no temptation, no trial, 
no difficulty. In the epistles of Peter 
and Jude we can read that Satan and 
his hosts of rebels were cast out of 
heaven into hell because they were dis- 
obedient. So sin is possible in heaven, 
according to these writers. No man 
can break or destroy a law of the uni-. 
verse. He may disobey a law and re- 
alize the results of disobedience. At 


‘the same time, no man can live without 


disobeying some laws of life. The 
sober man disobeys the laws of intem- 
perance; the honest man disobeys the 
laws of dishonesty, and the healthy 
man disobeys the laws of disease. We 
must, then, obey. some laws and dis- 
obey others; for no man can escape 
obedience of some kind. Even Satan 
has to keep the laws of God in his 
evil works. We are free to keep some 
laws of God as to disobey other laws. 
God does not force us to keep any set 
of laws. Through inspired teachers:

in this city. My parable is this: While 
riding out yesterday I saw a large and 
tasteful dwelling going up. F-stopped 
to admire it, when the owner drew 
near, and, naturally pleased with my

do you think of my house?” “I think 
you are displaying most excellent taste 
and congratulate you upon your archi- 
tect. It will be a large family if every

When my wife and I came to 
this country twenty years ago, we were 
young and poor and just married. 1. 
built a little three-room cottage and it 
was large enough for us, but it took 
a long time to pay for it.

We had 
so much of happiness in the little place 
that I did not like to leave it. Besides. 
I remembered what a hard time I had 
to clear off the mortgage under the 
high rate of interest we then had to 
pay. But at last I yielded to my wife 
in the matter, and we built a six- 
room cottage alongside the old place. 
But the family kept getting larger and 
we kept getting better off, so we built 
two more rooms to the place. But the 
fact is, there are twelve of us now, ana 
the Lord has blessed us with substance. 
The girls and boys want recreation and 
books and company and begin to stay 
away elsewhere to find it. Now I 
think that boys and girls are worth 
more than dollars. So I concluded to 
buy this lot in a good part of the city 
and build this big house so as to keep 
the young folks home with their com- 
pany. We are able now to educate our 
children and cultivate their taste and 
I want it done at home.

PHOENIX, Jan. 10.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) Indian day will probably 
be the most prominent feature of the 
coming carnival, as it should, being pe- 
cullarly Arizonan. The tribes to be 
represented are Maricopas, Pimas, Mo- 
javes and Navajoes. From 300 to 400 
Maricopas and Pimas will be present. 
No Apaches will be brought here. 
While they would be the biggest curi- 
osity, and for the matter of that, quite 
as much so to Arizonans as outsiders, 
the move would not be safe. The other 
tribes brought in would be ready for 4@ 
‘fight forthwith, for they dread and hate 
the Apaches more than do the whites. 
So great is this antipathy that a Pima 
who has killed an Apache considers 
himself defiled and on return home 
proceeds to purify himself. Some re- 
cent arrivals from Chicago report that 
a large attendance will be here from 
the Windy City; the principal attrac- 
tion being the great four days of jol- 
lity. Frank Cox, just back from Call- 
fornia, reports that many Californians 
will be here for the occasion, Half 
rates have been made by ail roads to 
Phoenix for the occasion, on round-trip 
tickets.

MESA. 

MESA, Jan. 9.—(Regular Correspond- 
ence.) The first combination f irri- 
gation and power to be made in Ari- 
zona is about being completed near 
here. The proposition in question is 
the power plant of the Consolidated 
Canal Company. 

For years litigation was in progress 
between the Consolidated company and 
the Tempe Canal Company, as _ to 
whether the Consolidated people could 
convey water belonging to the Tempe 
Canal over a bluff before delivering the 
water to the Tempe Canal. A tew 
months ago a decision was handed 
down in favor of the Consolidated con- 
cern. Since then’ they have been insti- 
tuting a plant that is naw almost com- 
pleted. The result is that 500 horse- 
power willsoon be ready for harness two 
miles out. The flow is 6000 inches, or 
what would fill a tube four feet in di- 
ameter. This tube runs over a bluff and 
carries the water down with such a 
rush as may be imagined, to thirty-nine 
feet below. Two twenty-one-inch hori- 
zontal Victor turbines utilize this 
power. With their shaft connection 
wil be made to an electric dynamo, 


and the power will be ready for any 


utility. This work on the plant is al- 
most completed. 

The question with the company is 
what they are going to do with it. All 
kinds of possibilities loom up. A good 
town site is at hand above the bluff, 
and a little manufacturing town there 
might result, or so much power could 
operate to advantage on an electric 
line from Mesa to the neighboring 
towns, or a wire could be run to Mesa 
or elsewhere and the town lighted. In 
fact there are numberless possibilities 
of what may be done hereabouts with 
this 600-horse-power waiting to be 
hitched up. The most logical, however, 
and what will probably be done, is 
something in connection with the rural 
industries hereabouts. This is a good 
dairy region. Creameries on a large 
scale; for both cheese and butter, may 
be put in. These would require a good 
deal of ice. An ice factory would there- 
fore be a proper adjunct, and may uleo 
be expected. Cold storage propositions 
may follow this. 

Another feature that will be utilized 
with this power is to pump more wa- 
ter. This has been positively deter- 
mined on. Experimental wells are be- 
ing sunk, to be pumped out by the new 
plant. The water attained will be util- 
ized for the further extension on the 
Consolidated Irrigation system. 

From Goldfield, above here, comes 
news of another rich strike. It was 
made in the Mammoth by Messrs. Hall 
& Sullivan. It is as rich as found in 
the best days of that once-famous 
property. The main lead had broken 
and was lost. The new discovery 
shows up a big body and heavy opera- 
tions in that camp are again antici- 
pated here.

MINING NEWS. 


A PROMISING MINE IN THE PERRIS 
DISTRICT. 


‘The Transvaal Mines are the Richest 


in the World Today—Copper, 
Sulphur and Onyx in Lower Cali- 
fornia—i'resno’s Varied Mineral 
Wealth. 


Mining interest seems at present to 
be centering in the vicinity of Perris 
and great activity is reported from 
there. The next property, it appears, 
to have machinery is the “Little Mag- 
gie,” which, during the past three 
years, has been very carefully and 
thoroughly prospected from end to «nd 
by Col. James M. Hasson of this city. 
Shafts have been sunk at various points 
and the vein to depths ranging from 
50 to 175 feet and many hundreds of 
feet of drifting done. For two years 
past the ore taken out in doing this 


work and run in a single one-horse’ 


arrastra, has paid all the working ex- 
penses—a remarkable record, as 
mining men will appreciate. The vein 
is not very wide, though at a greater 
depth it probably will widen, but it is 
wonderfully rich, the ore yielding from 
$40 to $100 per ton in the arrastra and 
sometimes much more.

Un- 
til recently all efforts to get out the sul- 
phur have failed. But recently the 
property fell into the hands of the 
Standard Oil Company, and now it is 
paying big profits. The way the sul- 
phur is gotten out is very ingenious, 
Superheated water is forced through 
ten-inch pipes on the sulphur, melting 
it, and the liquid sulphur water is 
then pumped up. A little exposure to 
the air, so as to evaporate the water, 
leaves almost pure sulphur. The experi- 
ment has been a success almost be- 
yond expectations,

COUNCIL FORECAST.
